THE CITY OF NEW YORK SIGHTED TWENTY- 
EIGHT HOURS AFTER THE UMBRIA. 


End of the Great Ocean Race The City of 
New York’s Buliders Claim Her Engines

QUEENSTOWN, August 26.—The City of New 
York passed Browhead at 7:10 a. m. to-day.

It was then learned that the builder’s 
engineer aboard the City of New York would 
not let her mighty engines be driven at a high 
rate of speed, no matter what bonors the 
Cunard Line might claim, as its results would 
likely prove disastrous. Some hours 
after the prodigious steamer had been

A KING OF BULGARIA. 


Meeting of Royalties With the Duke of Cum- 
berland—Berlin Topics. 
Fpecial Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

BEL, August 27.—Herr Richter’s latest 
oration before the Reunion of Progressists in 
the Friederich-Strasse showed no disposition 
to coalesce with any section, conservative or 
socialist. It advocated graduated reforms 
cnd denounced Prince Bismarck as a willing 
ally of the socialists if associated with the 
autocracy. The speaker declared that the 
Progressists must oppose anti-Semitism asa 
disgrace to the German nation, and recalied 
the words of Emperor Frederick: ‘‘Liberty, 
equal for all citizens.’’ The oration pro- 
duced an immense momentary effect, and is 
being circulated throughout Germany.

Fort Smith in 
Arkansas, 460 feet above the sea, is the highest 
point at which it ever prevailed in this coun- 
try. 

No case of yellow fever has ever occurred 
in Washington, although the record shows it 
to have been as near as Alexandria, Va. All 
the seaboard cities have been afflicted in 
greater or less Gegree, but asa rule the cases 
in the Northern cities have been sporadic.’’

CITY OF MEXICO, August 12, 1888.—The press 
of this tropical metropolis may be said to have 
attained its majority, tor we have to-day 
twenty-one dally newspapers. This fecundity 
of the press is a continual puzzle to foreign 
observers. Paris, it is true, has eighty dailies, 
but then Paris is a great city ot newspaper 
readers, and has more than a miilion of inhab- 
tants; whereas, it is difficult to believe that 
inthis city of 400,080 inhabitants—coming in 
several nearby suburbse—there are 40,000 
ro aders. Divide 40,000 readers among twenty- 


one newspapers, and the average circulation is 


not large. True, many of these papers go ex- 
tensively into the country, and the growth of 
the railway system of Mexico is doing much to 
make the City of Mexico moré than ever the 
literary and newspaper center of the nation. 
Here, as in Paris, is concentrated the literary 
and journalistic activity of the people. The 
Mexicans, like the French, desire newspapers 
which represent and reflect their different 
shades of political opinion. Hencethe great 
number of journals. The large . Spanish col- 
ony here, which is at present rent by feuds, 
has now four daily papers, each supposed 
to carry the flag of a faction. The prosperous 
French colony has one daily paper, and the 
English speaking residents one daily. The

as to sustain a daily, although a very rich ool- 
ony. They migpt easily do so, and possibly 
some go-ahead German-American could wake 
them up sufficiently to get them to sustain a 
daily paper of theirown. They are a very in- 
telligent colony, mostly composed of mer- 
chants and their clerks, but all well educated. 

Afternoon journalism is making progress 
here, and we have now two avowed afternoon 
papers, Los Dos Mundos (the Two Worlds) and 
Ei Bco Universal (the Universal Echo). But 
the Tiempo (Times) and the Nacional continue 
to be published in the afternoon, bearing next 
morning’s date! You can boy them at 5 
o clock, or, often, earlier, of the newsboys. 

The newspaper that is making most rapid 
progess here isthe Monitor del Pueblo (People's 
Monitor), which is a little journal, as big as a 
half page of the Boston Herald. It is a tiny 
paper, printedina tiny office, and pushed 
with great energy, and now circulates all over 
the republic. Itisin opposition to the Gov- 
ernment, and it is a curious fact, which those 
who assert that thereis no liberty of public 
discussion here should bear in mind, that 
every rich and prosperous daily newspaper in 
Mexico is in opposition to the Government, 
for example the Monttor Republicano, the 
Tiempo, the Nactonal, the Vor de Mexico 
and the Monitor del Pueblo. If it were true as 
I saw the other day in a telegram from 
El Paso, that ‘‘the prison of Belem,’’ in this 
city, ‘*‘was filled with hewspaper editors,’’ 
how could the opposition papers continue to 
appear regularly? The fact is that there are 


three editors in prison at the present time, 
charged with some offense alnst the ‘dey 
de Imprenta.

Dr. Dewecker of Paris sixteen or 
seventeen years ago suggested that it was 
possible to open the optic nerve sheath and 
thus not only to relieve the nerve from pres- 
sure but also to drain the brain cavity and re- 
lieve the brain pressure there. He made two 
experiments in this line upon two nearly hope- 
less cases, feeling his way to the nerve with- 
out the aid of sight and cutting the sheath by 
means of an instrument carrying a concealed 
lance which was projected by a spri Onl 
one other attempt of this sort was made. an 
the results not being satisfactory, the r- 
iments were dropped until last year. Dr. Bru- 
deneli Carter of London devised a method of 
operating by which the sheath was exposed to 
w, and every step of the operation was 
ided by the surgeon s eye. In a paper read 
ore the British Medical Association at its 
recent meeting at Glasgow Dr. Carter told of 
Zour cases in which be had performed the 
operation. In one the result was negative so 
far as the sight was concerned; inthe other 
three the patients were not only quickly re. 
stored to sight but were reliev r cured 
of headache and sickness arising from 
ressure on the brain. Dr. Carter claims 
at the new operation could be performed 
with certainty and without risk, either to life 
or to any important structure. Dr. Bickerton 
of Liverpool at the same meeting said that 
after hearing of Dr. Carter’s first case he had 
rformed the operation himself in two cases, 
one of which temporary restoration of — 
was followed by a relapse, but in the other 
ase the result was favorable.
